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Much  current  discussion  in  coin  collecting  cii'cles 
around  the  various  bills  before  our  various  law  making 
bodies.  They  variously  propose;  removal  of  all  silver 
from  all  coins  or  another  removes  all  except  a  portion 
left  in  the  half  dollar,  removal  of  mint  marks,  removal 
of  dates,  cessation  of  coin  melting,  removal  of  coll¬ 
ateral  value,  penalization  of  hoarders,  stopping  of 
exportation,  and  stopping  the  sale  of  coins  beyond 
their  monetary  value. 

The  reason  for  this  rash  of  legislation  is  quite 
plain... the  enormous  drain  on  our  silver  reserves 
through  coinage  and  commercial  ventures.  (see  article 
in  March  NEWSLETTER)  It  has  been  obvious  for  some 
months  that  without  added  silver  reserves,  we  would 
have  to  alter  our  composition  or  stop  minting  silver 
coins.  One  of  the  many  questions  this  will  raise 
is  as  to  the  legal  tender  status  of  non-valuable 
(intrinsically)  coins.  Copper  and  nickle  coins  have 
only  a  limited  legal  tender  value  now,  ie.  you  can 
make  legal  payment  (say  of  taxes)  only  in  small 
amounts  of  non-silver  coins. 

The  bill  which  most  of  the  coin  dealers  and  pub¬ 
lications  have  been  most  outspoken  about  is  the  so- 
called  Bible  bill,  S  2012,  which  is  now  before  the 
Senate.  This  bill  by  Senator  Alan  Bible  (D)  of 
Nevada  would  literally  choke  all  coin  sales  and 
collecting.  The  only  way  a  coin  could  be  sold  or 
traded  was  if  it  were  on  a  list,  published  oeriod- 
ically  by  the  Federal  Government.  Coins  Magazine 
noted  that  in  its  strictest  sense  this  bill  would 
"prohibit  the  owning  of  a  piggy  bank  since  this 
would  be  accumulating  coins  in  excess  of  demands 
for  business  or  personal  use."  Coin  sales  to 
foreign  countries  would  also  be  prohibited  as  this 
would  constitute  exporting. 

Although  the  Bible  bill  stands  almost  no  chance 
of  passing  one  or  another  of  the  bills  to  decrease 
the  silver  content  of  our  coins  is  about  as  certain 
to  pass,  for  practicality's  sake  if  for  no  other. 

All  of  the  current  publications  urge  writing  your 
congressman,  expressing  dissatisfaction  with  this 
bill.  This  path  requires  time  and  initiative,  but 
is  one  sure  way  of  doing  your  part  to  insure  the 
future  of  coin  collecting. 
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I  was  greatly  disappointed  in  the  extremely  small 
number  of  nominations  which  came  from  the  outstate 
sections.  It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  more  interest 
will  be  shown  in  the  association  this  year. 

Although  very  few  will  disagree  that  this  was  one 
of  the  finest  and  most  sucessful  shows  we  have  ever 
sponsored,  there  were  many  things  learned  by  all. 

For  one  thing,  all  exhibits  will  be  inspected  for 
tamper-proof  construction  in  the  future.  This  will 
protect  both  the  association,  who  cannot  be  with  all 
of  the  displays  all  of  the  time  and  the  displayer 
who  places  his  coins  in  our  trust. 

As  soon  as  the  transfer  of  records  has  been  com¬ 
pleted  I  will  publish  a  complete  and  detailed  treas¬ 
urer's  report  with  an  inventory  of  all  of  the 
association's  assets.  For  this  reason  it  would  be 
greatly  appreciated  if  anyone  who  has  association 
property  in  his  care  would  please  write  to  me.

Paper  Coins 


by  Jim  McKee 

Just  100  years  ago  a  coin  shortage,  not  altogether 
different  from  the  one  we  are  experiencing  today,  caused 
the  government  to  seek  a  substitute  for  metallic  coin. 

During  the  14  years  Fractional  Curi'ency  was  printed 
nearly  370  million  dollars  worth  was  printed,  yet  less 
than  2  million  dollars  worth  is  now  in  existence. 

The  real  beginning  of  Fractional  Currency  was  coin¬ 
cidental  with  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  in  1861. 

With  the  war  came  the  fear  of  other  than  coinage  with 
an  intrinsic  value,  naturally  hoarding  became  common¬ 
place.  When  coin  dissappears,  commerce  is  literaly 
stopped,  how  can  change  be  made.  Private  initiative 
took  over  and  did  the  best  it  could.  There  appeared 
a  multitude  of  unauthorized  private  issues  of  tokens, 
promissory  notes,  store  cards  and  other  improvisations. 
Because  these  coin  substitutes  could  only  be  redeemed 
at  the  store  or  merchant  of  their  origin  their  worth 
to  the  consumer  was  small.  On  July  17,  1862,  the  gov¬ 
ernment  stepped  in  and  prohibited  the  issuing  of  such 
media.  At  the  same  time,  it  authorized  an  issue  of 
postage  currency  to  ease  the  situation.  This  idea  was 
not  all  new  for  some  of  the  merchants  cards  had  postage 
stamps  affixed  to  them  to  give  them  a  semblance  of  worth. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  "currency"  was'nt 
really  money  but  a  medium  of  exchange  of  postage  stamps. 

It  wasn't  signed,  as  were  contemporary  bills  and  later 
issues  of  fractional  currency,  and  no  treasury  seal 
appeared  on  it.  Thus  between  1862  and  1863  Fractional 
Currency  was  actually  Postage  Currency. 

It  didn't  last  long.  In  less  than  a  year  its  issuance 
was  suspended  after  passage  of  the  third  Legal  Tender  act 
on  March  3,  1863.  This  was  the  act  that  brought  on  the 
well  known  fractional  notes  of  the  Civil  War  period.  It 
provided  that  in  lieu  of  postage  and  revenue  stamps  and 
postage  currency  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  might  issue 
"fractional  notes  of  like  amounts."  They  were  to  be 
redeemable  as  the  secretary  might  prescribe,  and  receivable 
in  sums  less  than  $5.00  for  all  dues  to  the  government 
except  import  duties.  Many  persons  are  not  aware  that 
Fractional  Currency  is  still  redeemable. 

Fractional  Currency  lived  for  about  14  years  before,  in 
February  of  1876,  Congress  authorized  an  issuance  of  silver 
coins  to  retire  the  outstanding  bills.  Fractional  Currency 
is  gone,  but  far  from  forgotten.  With  the  rapidly  inflating 
prices  of  most  U.S.  coins,  many  collectors  are  turning  to 
paper  money  and  Fractional  Currency.  A  complete  type  set 
contains  only  6  denominations  and  25  types.  A  collection 
of  150  notes  would  contain  all  of  the  regularly  issued  bills. 
You  won't  find  any  in  circulation,  but  specimens  are  still 
available  for  less  than  $2.00,  though  a  couple  of  the  rarer 
ones  might  well  bring  $2,000.00.

Should  1965  produce  as  many  interesting  developments 
in  numismatics  as  occurred  in  1964,  it  will  be  indeed  a 
year  to  remember.  My  memory  recalls  such  things  as  the 
disposal  of  old  dollars,  the  proposal  to  mint  new  ones, 
the  temporary  discontinuance  of  the  issue  of  proof  sets, 
the  tremendous  increase  in  speculation  in  the  coins  of 
many  other  countries  in  addition  to  those  of  the  United 
States,  authorization  for  the  retention  of  Gold  Certif¬ 
icates,  the  decision  to  refrain  from  minting  new  dollars, 
the  realization  that  our  stock  of  silver  and  the  annual 
production  of  that  metal  is  too  low  to  permit  the  pres¬ 
ent  high  standard  of  fineness  in  our  coins,  the  contin¬ 
ued  increase  in  the  number  of  burglaries  and  robberies 
involving  coins  and  the  continued  sprialing  of  the  prices 
of  all  numismatic  items. 

Our  greatest  disappointment  was,  of  course,  to  hear 
that  the  American  Numismatic  Association  would  not  have 
its  headquarters  in  Omaha.  The  much  discussed  reasons 
for  this  can  be  ascribed  to  many  things. 

It  was  with  a  great  deal  of  appreciation  that  I  learn¬ 
ed  that  I  had  been  elected,  unanimously,  to  the  Presidency 
of  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Association  for  this  year.  I 
hope  to  justify  your  confidence  in  me.  Perhaps  I  will  be 
able  to  visit  most  of  the  clubs  in  the  state  during  the 
year.  I  would  appreciate  learning  the  time,  date  and 
place  of  meeting  of  the  various  clubs  for  this  reason.

Elmer  Nelson,  General  Secretary,  read  a  letter  from  the 
Minden  Coin  Club  asking  that  they  be  considered  for  the 
site  of  the  1966  convention  and  listing  the  many  qualificat¬ 
ions  of  their  facilities. 


A  motion  by  Bob  Kutcher  to  make  all  awards  for  deseased 
past  presidents  strictly  on  an  individual  basis,  passed 
with  only  token  opposition. 

Jim  Cotton  noted  that  all  persons  who  were  interested 
in  the  collecting  of  ancient  coins  and  interested  in 
forming  a  state  association  should  meet  the  next  morning 
in  the  Ole  West  room  at  9:30.

The  1966  Red  Book 

The  new  Red  Book  was  released  this  year  on  July  1,  if  it 
is  issued  any  sooner  we  may  be  buying  the  1970  Red  Book  in 
1967.

World  War  II  Allied  Military  Currency 

This  recent  publication  should  be  good  news  for  all 
military  currency  collectors.  In  one  $2.00  volume  the 
author,  Raymond  S.  Toy,  lists,  catalogues,  evaluates, 
and  shows  plates  of  about  500  distinct  vanities.

This  is  Whitman  Publishing's  $1.75  answer  to  the  already 
best  selling  booklet  by  William  Donlon  in  paper  at  $1.00. 
Though  the  author  is  Neil  Shafer,  it  is  obvious  that  95% 
of  the  contents  are  identical  to  the  Donlon  book.  The  only 
additions  being  on  general  introductions  to  the  bureau  of 
engraving  and  its  processes.  At  any  rate  one  or  the  other 
of  these  books  is  a  must  on  the  currency  collector's  list 
and  the  binding  of  the  Whitman  publication  makes  it  much 
the  superior.
